He 
were later advised by Canadian authorities that 
LAUNA&S had been arrested in Montreal after in- 
car ring a hotel till of $3S6 which ho was unable 
to pay. Since he gave clear Indication of ocntsl 
aberration, t&e charges against bin were dropped 
on It June and he was deported to Kew York City

( at no official report on his arrest and no flra 
ndicatlen of any concrete steps on LAUNACiS' 
part to repatriate to Latvia. However, this
